New Low On 
Pasting Stopped 
School Buses 
AUSTIN — A new State law 
effective August 30 will no 
longer permit Texas motorists 
to stop and then pass a school 
bus which 
is loading or 
unloading children. 
Colonel Wilson E. Speir, 
director of the Texas Depart­ 
ment of Public Safety, said the 
new law, passed by the 62nd 
Legislature, applies 
in both 
cities and rural areas and 
requires motorists moving both 
directions on the same roadway 
with a school bus to stop and 
remain stopped as long as the 
flashing lights on the bus are in 
operation. 
Under current law, which 
applies only in rural areas, 
drivers must stop for a stopped 
school bus, but may then 
proceed around it at a speed of 
not more than IO miles per hour 
if safe to do so. 
The new law will not require 
those vehicles on another 
roadway of a divided highway 
to stop, and stops are not 
required if the bus has stopped 
in a loading zone of a controlled 
access 
highway 
where 
pedestrians are not permitted to 
cross. 
Speir noted that provisions of 
the new law will be strictly 
enforced to afford maximum 
protection to the school children 
of Texas

Understandably upset, Mrs. Ol­ 
son determined to sue the store 
for damages. In court, the propri­ 
etor told the judge: 
“Maybe my boys did get a little 
careless. I am willing to pay for 
cleaning her rug. But aside from 
that, site suffered no harm. After 
all, she was behind in her pay­ 
ments." 
However, the Judge held him 
liable not only for the rug but also 
for "punitive damages”—that is, 
extra damages imposed to teach 
him a lesson. 
The law is taking an increas­ 
ingly stem view of “rough stuff" 
by creditors in the repossession of 
merchandise. To discourage such 
tactics, most courts will award 
punitive damages to the debtor, 
over and above any actual harm 
done. 
This is especially true when the 
repossessor resorts to personal 
violence. Thus, a court awarded 
punitive damages to a housewife 
after her sewing machine was re­ 
possessed at the point of a pistol. 
In another case, a furniture 
dealer told a widow she could 
have extra time to pay for her 
purchases because she had to have 
an operation. But while she was 
in the hospital, he broke into her 
house and decamped with the 
furniture. Here, too. a court found 
ample 
grounds 
for 
awarding 
punitive damages. 
Nevertheless, the law does not 
frown on the basic idea of repos 
session. By giving the creditor a 
simple and speedy remedy against 
the delinquent debtor, it can keep 
down the cost of credit for other 
consumers. 
Repeatedly, courts have found 
nothing improper when a repos­ 
sessor towed away a car parked 
in front of a debtor’s house or 
even in his driveway. As one court 
pointed out, the seller is merely 
taking back — "without force, 
threats, or even stealth"—what it 
rightfully his.

New Low On 
Passing Stopped 
School Buses 


AUSTIN — A new State law 
effective August 30 will no 
longer permit Texas motorists 
to stop and then pass a school 
bus 
which 
is 
loading 
or 
unloading children. 
Colonel Wilson E. Speir, 
director of the Texas Depart­ 
ment of Public Safety, said the 
new law, passed by the 62nd 
Legislature, applies 
in both 
cities and rural areas 
and 
requires motorists moving both 
directions on the same roadway 
with a school bus to stop and 
remain stopped as long as the 
flashing lights on the bus are in 
operation. 
Under current law, which 
applies only in rural areas, 
drivers must stop for a stopped 
school bus, but may then 
proceed around it at a speed of 
not more than IO miles per hour 
if safe to do so. 
The new law will not require 
those vehicles on another 
roadway of a divided highway 
to stop, and stops are not 
required if the bus has stopped 
in a loading zone of a controlled 
access 
highway 
w here 
pedestrians are not permitted to 
cross. 
Speir noted that provisions of 
the new law will be strictly 
enforced to afford maximum 
protection to the school children

Understandably upset, Mrs. Ol­ 
son determined to sue the store 
for damages. In court, the propri­ 
etor told the judge: 
“Maybe my boys did get a little 
careless. I am willing to pay for 
cleaning her rug. But aside from 
that, she suffered no harm. After 
all, she was behind in her pay­ 
ments.’’ 
However, the judge held him 
liable not only for the rug but also 
for “punitive damages”—that is, 
extra damages imposed to teach 
him a lesson. 
The law is taking an increas­ 
ingly stern view of “rough stuff’ 
by creditors in the repossession of 
merchandise. To discourage such 
tactics, most courts will award 
punitive damages to the debtor, 
over and above any actual harm 
done. 
This is especially true when the 
repossessor resorts to personal 
violence. Thus, a court awarded 
punitive damages to a housewife 
after her sewing machine was re­ 
possessed at the point of a pistol. 
In another case, a furniture 
dealer told a widow she could 
have extra time to pay for her 
purchases because she had to have 
an operation. But while she was 
in the hospital, he broke into her 
house and decamped with the 
furniture. Here, too, a court found 
ample 
grounds 
for 
awarding 
punitive damages. 
Nevertheless, the law does not 
frown on the basic idea of repos 
session. By giving the creditor a 
simple and speedy remedy against 
the delinquent debtor, it can keep 
down the cost of credit for other 
consumers. 
Repeatedly, courts have found 
nothing improper when a repos 
sessor towed away a car parked 
in front of a debtor’s house or 
even in his driveway. As one court 
pointed out, the seller is merely 
taking back — “without force, 
threats, or even stealth"—what is 
rightfully his.
